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4G wireless coming to CTA subways

Smartphone service dead spots could be a 
thing of the past by year’s end for thousands 
of daily CTA riders in Blue and Red line tun- 
nels, under a $32.5 million deal set to be an- 
nounced Friday 

The 20 -year agreement calls for four major 
wireless providers to pay for the installation, 
operation and maintenance of the latest- 
generation 4G communications technology 
starting on the Blue Line to accommodate 
travelers going between O’Hare Airport and 
downtown. 

T-Mobile, Sprint, AT&T and Verizon are 
banking on strong revenue growth from wire- 
less broadband, because data usage is increas- 
ingly overtaking voice as the primary source 
of traffic on mobile networks. 

The move to 4G has been awaited by rid- 
ers who don’t want to stop streaming movies, 
uploading selfies or performing other data-in- 
tensive tasks for even a few train stops— even 


if the seatmates of those commuters might 
not be as thrilled by the availability of con- 
tinuous telephone service underground. (For 
that etiquette problem, the CTA will launch 
an already planned rider courtesy campaign in 
the spring.) 

But there is no escaping that “people are 
using the transit system as a second office, 
communicating with work or family as they 
commute,” CTA President Forrest Claypool 
said Thursday “This will help make that easier 
for our customers.” 

Roughly 180,000 riders on an average 
weekday pass through the Red and Blue line 
subways, according to the CTA. 

The new, upgraded service will be phased in 
station by station, providing faster and more 
reliable voice and data transmissions through- 
out the 22 miles of tunnels on the CTA’s two 
most heavily used rail lines, said John Flynn, 
CTA vice president of technology 

In addition, safety officials said the en- 


hanced technology will help improve commu- 
nications during emergencies between first- 
responders and CTA personnel. 

City officials said Chicago will be the larg- 
est U.S. public transit system with 4G cover- 
age in all subway stations and tunnels, and 
that 4G offers a competitive advantage that 
will help attract new businesses. 

“Companies want people working while 
they are working, but also working while they 
get to work,” Mayor Emanuel said of the proj- 
ect Thursday “This is a transformative deal, at 
no cost to commuters yet a convenience for 
commuters.” 

The existing 2G service in CTA subways, 
which dates to 2005, will be deactivated when 
the 4G service is fully functional, which is ex- 
pected at the end of 2015, Flynn said. 

“Talking, streaming, downloading, email- 
ing. However the consumer wants to use the 
phone, they will have that super-fast experi- 
ence,” said Jennifer Silveira, vice president of 


engineering forT-Mobile’s central region. 

The $32.5 million agreement was brokered 
by the Chicago Infrastructure Trust, accord- 
ing to the Emanuel administration. The trust 
was created in 2012 to provide alternative fi- 
nancing and broader options for the city to 
take on major infrastructure projects. 

T-Mobile, AT&T, Verizon and Sprint will 
pay for the entire upgrade related to the de- 
sign and construction of a Distributed Anten- 
na System capable of supporting 4G wireless 
networks and mobile devices, officials said. 
Installation started in early January on the 
southbound tracks of the State Street tunnel, 
serving the Red line, CTA spokesman Brian 
Steele said. 

The CTA last year awarded a $19 million 
contract to Aldridge Electric Inc., based in 
Libertyville, to start installing the more robust 
4G system. The new agreement with the four 
wireless carriers covers those earlier costs, of- 
ficials said, and it will create about 50 jobs.

Emanuel says countdown 
would be ‘additional 
reform’ to traffic system

Mayor Emanuel on Thursday appeared open 
to the idea of adding countdown timers to let 
drivers know how much time is left on green 
lights at intersections controlled by red light 
cameras. 

The topic came up in response to a ques- 
tion about what the mayor meant this week 
when he said he would reform the troubled 
and unpopular red light camera ticketing 
system. Emanuel offered no specifics Thurs- 
day on a timeline or where he would find the 
money to add the new technology at intersec- 
tions across the city 

“Finally I also think if we look at the count- 
down, I want to make sure we have the count- 
down clock throughout the system,” Emanuel 
said. “That’s another additional reform.” 

Last week, two aldermen introduced a plan 
requiring countdowns be put in at all intersec- 
tions with the cameras. That came after the 
Tribune reported last fall that the Emanuel 
administration quietly issued a new, shorter 
yellow light standard when the city began the 
transition from red light camera vendor Red- 
flex Traffic Systems to Xerox State & Local 
Solutions in February 2014. 

The switch to a 2.9 -second yellow came af- 
ter the city had long set the standard length 
for yellow lights at three seconds. About 


$7.7 million in tickets were issued to motor- 
ists caught driving through signals with yellow 
lights that were at least 2.9 seconds long. The 
city later returned to a three-second yellow 
light standard. 

Last month, the Tribune published a story 
in which researchers it hired to analyze the ef- 
fects of the city’s red light cameras found that 
at nearly half the intersections in the study, 
the cameras did nothing to make drivers safer 
and may have caused an increase in injury- 


related crashes. 

A re-election-seeking Emanuel turned 
Thursday into an Infrastructure Day of sorts 
as he gave a City Club speech on the topic, an- 
nounced endorsements from several unions 
and plans by Amtrak to spend $12 million to 
renovate parts of Union Station. The tightly 
planned series of events and announcements 
helps Emanuel try to keep the focus of the day 
on the themes he wants to discuss, forcing the 
other mayoral candidates to react to him.

Prosecutors quietly drop charges tied to drug stash house stings

Federal prosecutors in Chicago have quietly 
dropped narcotics conspiracy charges against 
more than two dozen defendants accused of 
ripping off drug stash houses as part of con- 
troversial undercover stings that have sparked 
allegations across the country of entrapment 
and racial profiling. 

The decade-old strategy is also under fire 
because federal authorities, as part of a ruse, 
led targets to think large quantities of cocaine 
were often stashed in the hideouts, ensuring 
long prison terms upon conviction because of 
how federal sentencing guidelines work. 

Experts said the move by Chicago pros- 
ecutors marked the first step back by a U.S. 


attorney’s office anywhere in the country in 
connection with the controversial law en- 
forcement tactic. 

In the court filings seeking the dismissals, 
prosecutors gave no clue for the unusual rever- 
sal, and a spokesman for U.S. Attorney Zach- 
ary Fardon declined to comment. 

But the move comes two months after the 
7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals issued a 
stinging rebuke to the policy ordering a new 
trial for a Naperville man who alleged he was 
goaded into conspiring to rob a phony drug 
stash house by overzealous federal agents. 

The stings, led by the U.S. Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives, have 
been highly criticized for targeting mostly 


minority suspects, many of whom were drawn 
into the bogus rip-offs by informants who 
promised easy money at vulnerable points in 
their lives. 

The cases are built on an elaborate ruse con- 
cocted by the ATF. Everything about the stash 
house is fictitious and follows a familiar script, 
from supposedly armed guards that need to be 
dealt with to the quantity of drugs purported- 
ly stashed there. By pretending the house con- 
tains a large amount of narcotics, authorities 
can vastly escalate the potential prison time 
defendants face, including up to life sentences. 

Earlier this month, federal prosecutors 
in Chicago sought to drop drug conspiracy 
charges in seven of the nine pending stash- 


house cases, leading some of the judges to 
quickly approve the move without a hearing. 

In each case, the defendants— 27 in all- 
still face weapons and other charges for the al- 
leged scheme and potentially long prison sen- 
tences upon conviction. But without the drug 
conspiracy charges, the mandatory minimum 
sentences for most of the defendants would 
drop to just five years in prison from as much 
as 25 years, according to Alison Siegler, direc- 
tor of the Federal Criminal Justice Clinic at 
the University of Chicago Law School. 

The ATF investigations also have faced le- 
gal backlash around the country, including in 
California, where last year two federal judges 
ruled the stings amounted to entrapment.

‘Anonymized’ data are traceable: study 


Credit card data isn’t quite as anonymous as 
promised, a new study says. 

Scientists showed they can identify you 
with more than 90 percent accuracy by look- 
ing at just four purchases, three if the price is 
included— and this is after companies “ano- 
nymized” the transaction records, saying they 
wiped away names and other personal details. 
The study out of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology published Thursday in the 
journal Science, examined three months of 
credit card records for 1.1 million people. 


“We are showing that the privacy we are 
told that we have isn’t real,” study co-author 
Alex “Sandy” Pentland of MIT said in an 
email. 

Pentland’s research found that adding just a 
glimmer of information about a person from 
an outside source was enough to identify him 
or her in the trove of financial transactions 
they studied. 

Credit card companies and industry offi- 
cials either declined comment or did not re- 
spond to requests for comment.

M lf you don’t enjoy a particular style of beer and you’re going to pair 
it with the food for the sake of the pairing, you’re doing it wrong.” 


DON’T OVERTHINK IT 

Though the perfect pairing can help you enjoy something as tired as tortilla chips with new taste buds, all three experts insisted their recommendations are only suggestions and the most im- 
portant thing to remember when choosing beers is to drink what you like. “Don’t stretch it,” Binny’s Chicago-area beer buyer Pat Brophy said.

Pizza 

“Pizza is probably the one that has the widest range 
of overall flavors and is probably the richest of 
those dishes as far as depth of flavor, because 
you already have carbohydrates there from 
your crust, you have nice fatty content there 
from your cheese, maybe a little bit of herbal 
character and maybe even a little sweetness 
in the sauce,” Harvey said. “So depending 
on your toppings, you can go in all sorts of 
directions.” 

A hoppy red ale like Two Brothers’ Cane 
and Ebel or 51st Ward’s Down Over lager 
has the hops to cut through the richness 
of the cheese, but enough maltiness to 
complement flavorful sausage or pep- 
peroni, Brophy and Harvey said. “The 
No. 1 rule of pairing is matching the 
intensity of your flavors with the 
intensity of your dish,” Harvey said. 

Considering the chilly weather 
and the indulgent spirit of the day, 

Boden suggests taking it a step 
further with a darker option, like 
Revolution’s Eugene Porter— its 
roasty flavors and full body will 
mirror the loaded pizza and offer 
an instant winter warm-up. To / 
reflect the earthy flavors in a / 
veggie pizza, the pros said Two 
Brothers Domaine DuPage or 
Ale Syndicate’s Van de Velde are 
lighter, crisper choices. 


Buffalo wings 

As a general rule, Brophy said, spicier food goes well with 
hoppier beer. To stand up to the strong, vinegary spice of 
classic wings, he recommended a hoppy pale ale, 
like Mercenary Brewery’s The Charlatan. “The 
carbonation of the beer scrubs your tongue clean, 
so it’s very quenching,” Brophy said. 

If just quenching is your goal, without that 
punch of hops, Harvey suggests a pilsner or lighter 
colored lager, such as Metropolitan’s Krankshaft, 
or Boden’s pick, Revolution’s Cross of Gold golden 
ale. And if you or your host opt for teriyaki sauce or 
another twist, Belgian-style IPAs such as Revolu- 
tion’s seasonal A Little Crazy, with its more subtle 
notes, might be a good match, Brophy said. 


Nachos 

Stadium-style nachos you might get at a 
sports game don’t have a lot of herbal char- 
acter, Harvey said, so something sweeter 
such as Begyle’s Blonde ale or Ten Ninety’s 
HalfWit witbier would work. Add in some 
jalapenos and Pipeworks Ninja vs. Unicorn 
double IPA should do the trick, according 
to Brophy “That’s a really good one, very 
hoppy but also with a strong malt backbone, 
so it’s not going to get overpowered by that 
neon cheese,” he said. With traditional nachos 
topped with guacamole, sour cream or beans, 
let the Mexican flavors inspire you. Brophy said 
he’d opt for something like 5 Rabbit Cerveceria’s 
golden ale. 


and French onion dip 

Salty chips and a creamy dip call for something sharp but 
refreshing. The hoppy lightness of Sunday Session 
from Ale Syndicate or Alley Time pale ale from 
Spiteful Brewing will balance the fat and herbal 
content of the dip and keep the saltiness in check, 
Harvey said. Or, if you’d rather embrace the 
sodium, Brophy said you might want to go with a 
gose-style beer with a hint of salt in it, such as Off 
Color’s Troublesome. 

Veggie tray 

For those fans still holding onto their New 
Year’s resolutions — or looking to come up 
for air between slices at halftime — the 
crispness of carrot or celery sticks pairs 
well with something lighter. Boden 
touts Revolution’s Bottom Up wit for 
its notes of coriander and orange peel, 
which make it refreshing without being 
overpowering. A Belgian style single is 
also a good choice. Destihl Brewing’s 
Abbey’s Single ale isn’t too sweet, but 
still cleanses the palate and brings out 
the flavors in the veggies, Harvey said. 
“{Abbey’s Single} is decadent without 
being heavy, and [it’s] under 6 percent 
alcohol,” Harvey said. “So it’s a great 
way to get the evening started with- 
out getting yourself wrecked before 
kick-off.”

ECONDS AFTER SITTING DOWN 

at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, Kevin Costner picks up a pillow and 
tries to hit me with it. This is unexpected. Also unexpected, of course, 
is Costner’s recent resurgence, going from an ’8os/’90s icon (“Bull 
Durham,” “Field of Dreams,” “Dances with Wolves,” “The Bodyguard”) 
who faded in the late ’9 os/’oos (“The Postman,” “Rumor Has It,” “Mr. 
Brooks”) to a veteran getting top billing again (“Draft Day,” “3 Days to Kill,” the 
upcoming “McFarland, USA”). 


This Friday he stars in “Black or White” as 
Elliot, a lawyer who gets into a custody bat- 
tle with his granddaughter Eloise’s paternal 
grandmother, Rowena (Octavia Spencer), 
after Elliot’s wife passes away. Anthony 
Mackie co-stars as Rowena’s brother/at- 
torney Jeremiah, supporting Rowena’s 
accusation that Elliot doesn’t want his 
granddaughter spending time with her 
black family members. 

The 60 -year-old Costner and 
36 -year-old Mackie (“Captain America: 
The Winter Soldier,” “The Hurt Lock- 
er”) talked with RedEye about race re- 
lations and getting in trouble as kids.

The movie raises the issue of people 
wanting to be judged on their second 
or third thought about someone, 
not the first. Is the implication that 
people’s first thought is often some- 
thing objectionable or something 
they shouldn’t be judged on? 

Kevin Costner: No, I don’t think 
so at all. Because he moved right 
down to the very next thing to 
qualify that: “I could see a pair of 
{bleeps}. Big ones. OK? And if I 
move on to my second thought, I’m 
not a pervert.” 

I'm wondering if the first thought is 
natural, but to be a proper person in 
society it has to be suppressed. 

KC: It’s very natural. I think you honor 
your first thing, and then move to your 
second. 

Anthony Mackie: I think your first thought 
is your initial thought, your reaction, your 
gut reaction, and you pay attention to that. 
Your second thought is what turns it into 
something that you need to get help with or 
something that’s an acknowledgment. That’s 
where the thought process comes in. If I 
look at you and I’m like, “White dude. Man, 
I hate white people. I bet he likes [bleeping] 
quinoa,” I got a problem. 

KC: The second and third thought started 
to go down that road. If Anthony and I were 
going to walk to the Bulls game and some 


guy comes weaving down the thing and I 
don’t think Anthony sees him I might go, 

“I think that dude’s weaving.” I don’t care if 
he’s black or white. Let’s just watch out that 
this guy’s acting a little bit strange. At that 
point, it’s just our first observation. You can 
call it a survival instinct if you want. If I see 
my child start to go very quickly for a dog, I 
say, “Hold on.” “It’s just this dog.” “Yeah, but 
we don’t know anything about that dog right 
there for a second.” 

Will there ever be a time where people’s 
first thought isn’t looking at someone and 
thinking “white man” or “black man,” and 
does that need to happen? 

AM: I hope not. I hope not. I think that’s 
very important. That’s like looking at a tree 
and calling it a cow. You know it’s a tree, so 
say it’s a tree. The problem is when you look 
at a tree and you’re like, “I’m going to piss 
on that tree.” {Laughs.} That’s the problem. 
You can acknowledge a person; just don’t 
piss on that person! 

KC: The wonderful thing is when a child 
recognizes the difference and you have a 
moment to really explain how the world 
came to be. There’s a big universe out here. 
There’s {Asian} people. They live on a whole 
other side of the world. There’s opportunity 
in difference. There’s [opportunities] in cul- 
tural difference that are amazing. ... We’re 
not going to change the world. And I think 
that Anthony might be right: There’s some 
things that are built into us. Sometimes you 
see a fire and you need to put it out. Some- 
times you go to that same fire to get warm. 

On a related note, it’s an interesting mo- 
ment in the film when Jeremiah gets upset 
with Rowena’s son Reggie because Jeremi- 
ah feels Reggie’s perpetuating what white 
people believe about black people. As racial 
tensions and lack of understanding persist, 
do you think people should be cognizant 
of these stereotypes? Would it be helpful 
if people were aware of these perceptions 
and helped to counteract them? 

AM: Well, I think you have to be aware of it 
because that’s when you acknowledge the 
ignorance that comes along with it. If you 
look at “The Jeffersons,” if anybody looks 
at “Good Times,” they say, “That’s a black 
show.” Nobody would look at “Friends” and 






say it’s a white show Nobody would look 
at “Seinfeld” and say it’s a Jewish show And 
that’s where I feel these connotations that 
come along with it being a black show scares 
off the audience. Because nine times out of 
io a black person will go see “Superman” and 
say “I could be Superman; Superman’s cool.” 
Nine times out of io a white person will go 
see, say, “Spawn” and he’ll look at him and 
he’s like, “Spawn’s cool, but he’s black.” And 
that’s where the problem and the injustice 
lie. That’s where the confusion is. I think 
that’s what my character was trying to say to 
Reggie: “When people see you, they see the 
antithesis of me. And I’ve worked too hard 
for this for you to {bleep} it up.” 

KC: If you take that line out, there’s still 
nothing wrong with that speech. Saying, 
man, forget racism, you’ve got the {same} 
last name as me, you’ve got a little kid. 

He’s not looking for a pat on the back; he’s 
talking to his relative. Saying, “Get your 
{bleep} together. You’re not ready to go to 
court, and mom, you got a blind spot when 
it comes to him, and this dad doesn’t want 
the job right now. So if we’re going to take 
care of this child, we’re going to go down my 
road as a lawyer.” If Reggie can figure out 
a way to get his {bleep} together, five years 
from now, maybe, but his lecturing is not a 
black man lecturing another black man. His 
lecture is when you want to straighten some- 
body out. But because there is this layer of 
racism, he had to throw that in there. And 
that was real, a level of frustration that was 
above and beyond just being a lawyer. 

Elliot gets frustrated with Eloise sometimes 
and yells at her a bit. What’s something 
your families yelled at you about when you 
were kids? 

AM: Everything. {Laughs.} I was just a bad 
kid. I was always into something. I set my 


yard on fire once. I set my house on fire 
once. 

Did you do that? 

KC: {shakes head} My dad was a fist-fighter. 
And my dad was a disciplinarian. Never 
raised a fist to us. He looked at me, and he 
said, “Kevin, do you have a head? And do 
you ever use it?” He had a rule: When the 
streetlights came on, come home. But I 
played; I played so hard. And sometimes 
the game was getting really good when the 
streetlights come on. And up comes my dad, 
and I’d see him. And I’d run to the other 
side of the street, and I start running home 
and he’d just herd me back home. 

If you’d have just said, “Dad, it’s not like I set 
the house on fire” ... 

AM: {Laughs.} 

KC: That’s rough. Yeah, my dad would have a 
level of upset with me.

some real-life experiences of writer-director 
Mike Binder (“Reign Over Me”), the film 
stars Kevin Costner as Elliot Anderson, a 
lawyer who, after his wife dies, becomes the 
primary caregiver for their granddaughter, 
Eloise (Jillian Estell). That doesn’t fly with 
Eloise’s other grandmother, Rowena (Octavia 
Spencer). Eloise is biracial, and Rowena feels

Elliot not only can’t give his granddaughter 
the love she needs but feels reluctant to bring 
her to visit her family in South Central L. A. 
“%u just want her away from us — the black 
people!” Rowena declares, though we don’t 
really see Elliot do anything to make her say 
that. Rowena’s brother (Anthony Mackie), 
also a lawyer, takes the case to family court, 
where each grandparent fights for custody 
At no point does Binder provide a sense 
how Eloise’s feeling about this legal smack- 
down. Early in the film she expresses her 
preference for living with Elliot, then grows 
annoyed with him, but we’re left out of her 
numerous court psych evaluations. It’s never 
clear how she feels about her estranged father 
(Andre Holland), whose substance abuse as 
means of coping with pain is looked down 
upon as Elliot’s is treated with sympathy 


“Black or White” does show that feelings 
about this topic are complicated, and strug- 
gles to deal with tragedy are universal, though 
I’m not sure that’s a core issue in today’s sadly 
present racial tensions. Binder would have 
been better served by ditching the comic 
relief (including playing Elliot’s drunken- 
ness for laughs) and generic scenes of Elliot 
boozing (Costner’s good in all scenes except 
these) and instead examining why people may 


resort to racial judgments and the difficulty 
of prioritizing a child’s life. Detached from 
the realities of different neighborhoods, the 
movie has no discussion of how a biracial 
child is treated in each place. 

“Black or White” is more of a theoreti- 
cal examination of latent racism than one 
attuned to its impact. A discussion is better 
than none, but the conversation can be 
improved.

There have been so 
many “Omen”-esque 
horror movies about 
demon children, and 
many recent films 
(including “Beautiful 
Boy” and “We Need 
to Talk About Kevin”) 
have dealt with troubled kids and school 
shootings. But few dramas have confronted 
a parent’s struggles raising a problem child— 
not including 1990’s “Problem Child,” for 
obvious reasons. 

So conceptually the French-language 
“Mommy” gets off to a great start. And 
speaking of recently praised movies about 
adolescence with unique concepts: I find this 
Canadian drama immensely richer than Rich- 
ard Linklater’s “Boyhood,” whose perfor- 
mances, characterizations, motivations and 
complex human behavior don’t come close to 
that of writer-director Xavier Dolan’s effort. 

Steve (Antoine-Olivier Pilon) is a teenage 
boy but he also is an immature, dangerous, 
racist pain in the neck for his mother, Die 
(Anne Dorval), whose husband passed away 
three years ago and who would have enough 
to worry about in terms of finding work and 
supporting herself without an infinitely chal- 
lenging son to raise. In the film a new law has 
passed in this “fictional Canada” that allows 
parents to rid themselves of troubled chil- 
dren without any legal discussion, but Die 
refuses to take advantage of it. Even though

life with Steve involves one inappropriate 
incident after another, including her needing 
to smash a frame on his head so he’ll stop 
strangling her. 

Fortunately for both, the pair strikes up 
a friendship with Kyla (Suzanne Clement), 
who lives across the street and appears to 
have experienced some family trauma of her 
own. She’s a former high school teacher on 
sabbatical, allowing her to take over home- 
schooling Steve while Die looks for work. 
The uneasy yet beneficial relationship she 
creates with Steve, and the bond she devel- 
ops with Die, couldn’t feel more credible. 
These three performances are simply perfect. 

Dolan leaves a few curious storytelling 
holes unfilled regarding Kyla’s home life and a 
lawsuit whose relevance to the story vanishes 
just when it should be looming largest. The 
technique of using the film’s aspect ratio to 
reflect Die’s feelings of claustrophobia doesn’t 
go as far as simply establishing and maintain- 
ing that sensation on its own. Yet “Mommy” 
(which would make an interesting double fea- 
ture with the recent “Starred Up”) asks diffi- 
cult questions about parenthood with no easy 
ways out. It’s profane and bloody and despite 
its many highly artistic moments of cinematic 
beauty it feels like the cold, hard truth.

Russians who don’t speak much English and 
Brits who resent that the Russians will get 
an equal share of the haul, since Robinson 
says everything will be divided as such among 
the men. Clearly, {bleep} is going to hit the 
propeller. 

No matter how many times folks complain 
about the rich guys sending the schlubs to 
do their dirty work, the class examination in 
“Black Sea” never gets beyond a headline. And 
first-time feature writer Dennis Kelly fails to 
turn a tale of greed and short tempers into a 
story about the importance of family 

Yet while this isn’t one of Law’s stronger 
roles, Mendelsohn always delivers layered 
toughness, and, hey, not every trip below the 
surface can be “The Hunt for Red October.” 
Director Kevin Macdonald (“The Last King 
of Scotland”) creates tension that lacks 
confined energy but effectively establishes 
a lot of characters quickly It’s the kind of 
movie that makes critics wish there was a 
stamp that just said “OK,” with no need to 
elaborate.
